REMARKS 



Dismissal of Petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.470)) 

The PTO dismissed Petitioner's petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(b) because it fails to 
provide "an acceptable oath or declaration in compliance with 35 U.S.C. §§ 1 15 and 116." More 
particularly, the decision states that "Mr. Caldwell's authorization to prosecute the application is 
... not in question," but further states that "Mr. Caldwell, however, did not execute the 
declaration." The declaration was instead executed by Mr. David Simon, Chief Patent Counsel 
for Intel Corporation. The decision states that "[i]t does not appear that Mr. Simon is a corporate 
officer (President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, or Chief Executive Officer)," and that 
there "does not appear to be anything in the record that establishes that the assignee has 
authorized Mr. Simon to sign the declaration on its behalf." 

Petitioner respectfully submits concurrently herewith both a declaration under 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1 .63 executed by Mr. Caldwell on behalf of the Assignee as an Attorney of record for the 
Applicant, and a "Statement Under 37 CFR § 3.73(b)" stating that Gregory D. Caldwell, Reg. 
No. 39,926, is an attorney for Applicant, and is "authorized to act on behalf of the assignee." 
Please refer to Exhibits "A" and "B" respectively. Petitioner respectfully submits that these 
documents, executed by an Attorney of record on behalf of the Assignee, satisfy the PTO's 
request for "an acceptable oath or declaration in compliance with 35 U.S.C. §§ 115 and 116." 

Accordingly, Petitioner respectfully submits that the PTO's objections to the renewed 
petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.147(b) have been overcome based on Exhibits A and B submitted 
concurrently herewith, and respectfully requests that the PTO grant the renewed petition under 
37 C.F.R. § 1.47(b).
